Tonight marks the opening of the Red and 

White Revue of 1948. 

To the majority of students, the annual 
Revue presents an interesting spectacle. Those 
who attend — and we ciioose to believe the 
greatest number do— seeli entertainmcntr— and 
entertainment which is made increasingly inter- 
r-linp hccauio tlie fncrs of tliose wlio perforin 
aip familiar to the many. 

Those students who arc actively engaged in 
the presentation, however, have a markedly 
different attitude. Tn thorn, this rvrninn will 
mark tiic culmination of many month.'; of pre- 
paration, rclicarsals, and work. Among them, 
there will he much unoa-y iVrlini: as the curtain 
rises before the often too-uiiprcdictnbic audience. 

For some weeks now we have been witness 
to the imrindir iclieair-a!' which have hern con- 
ducted ill the Ballroom of the McGill Union, or 
in any other available corner. We have watched 
the ca.'^l ■^inc. flanor. recite lines, and do the other 
things which ".••liow-peopic"' do, time ami time 
again, until we have imagined that (hey must 
be weary nf ilm icpetitinn. 

We have been aware, too, of the many 
difficulties with which Revue rehearsals have 
been faced. .\ rodiiced budsot thi« year; which 
has necessitated the cxclution of professional 
paid musicians, and the organization of an all- 
.'tiidcnt oiciioftia; rr-trieted rehear.-al .-pace, 
with the resulting inconveniences, and the neces- 
sity to conduct but one rehearsal on the Movsc 
Ifall stapr, where it is heinp presented — all 
tiiesc have presented difficulties. Individuals 
who have been connected with the Revue in 
past years:, no doubt realize the seriousness of 
the«e ohttaclc!. 



But notwithstanding these problems, students 

engaged in the Red and White Revue this year 
have whipped up a show which promises to 
better, if not equal, its predecessors. The chorus 
this year— and we say this from personal ob- 
servation — promises to outdo past dancing 
achievements. And much the same may bo said 
about the music and singing. 

From our point of view, we have always 
marvelled at the old tiieatre adage: "the show 
must go on." Restrictions and obstacles some- 
how seem to strengthen the meaning of this 
saying; and such has been the experience of 
Red and White Re\nes. 

Student productions .--uch ns the Red and 
White Revue, must be watched, wc feel, with a 
maximum of' syinpnlhy and understanding. 
There can he no room for the hypercritical 
spectator. Students arc not interested in.attnin- 
ing professional standards; more often than not, 
thi< latter is open to far pirater criticism — as 
is often (he case in commercial artistic ventures. 

Rather must wc regard these student pro- 
ductions as .'incere nllrinpts to entertain; this 
perhaps is the underlying motive. And enter- 
tainment is extended not onl}' to the audience, 
))iit to tlie east, itself. How refreshing it is to 
witness a "show" in which the cast appears 
to be enjoying its work almost equally as much 
a.s Ihe audience itself. 

Most of the space in today's issue of The 
Daily has been devoted to the Red and White 
Revue; this is but a small tribute to them, and 
itiinay. .well be considered as representing our 
■smcere' wishes for a sueees.sful "run," together 
with Ihe hope that it will receive the student 
support which it 'n richly ,!r-ri\T- — A.T.

Wednesday nisht at the .\rt .\-sociation of Mont- 
real, one of the mo.-^i inipnitant and .«isnificaiii 
events in Canadian Art w^a wltnc.ved and enjoyed 
by myself, cub reporter for the Daily, and al^o by 
some representatives of minor organizations, such as 
Time MagaEine. The CBC, etc. Prisme D'Yeux, a 
sroup of French-Canadian artists (IS members as a 
nucleus), gave a one-njlc show of tiiclr work and 
made public their manifesto, to be found complete 
and unabridscd at the end nf this arilclc. My mo*! 
agreeable imprcsi^oii was to sec that a «roup of 
French-spoakiiiK arlislF. so far coiisiriorcd as. isolated, 
was formally breaking the language barrier (or in- 
hibiUon), and gaily invading, with plenty of im- 
ported wine, the conservative, shy, tea-drinking Art 
Gallery. Aesthetically speakinR, I was Impressed by 
the great variety and vitality of the work repre- 
fentcd. Mo.st remarkable contributions were those 
of Alfred Pellan. Jacques G. dc Toriiiiincour. AlbcH 
Dumouchcl. Pierre Gnrncau. .Jcanonymc, Gordon 
Webber; .il.«o Loiils Archambaiilt. the only sculptor 
of the Rroiip and .•\rthur Gladu, only typographer. 
Other members are Leon Bcllcfleur, Mimi Parent, 
Lucien Moriii, Goodridge Jtoberts, Jeanne Rhcaume, 
and Boland Truchcon. 

Manifesto

The most unfortunate feature 
of this latest starring vehicle for 
Shirley Temple is the s(or>'. It 
has all the elements of a dime

house", and, of course, a happy 
ending. We suffer with Mary 
Ilngcn throughout the film only 
to discover in tlie end that had 
one person had sufficient gump- 
tion to tell the truth eighty min- 
utes before everyone would have 
been much happier. Distressed 
that the man she thought to be 
her father isn't, in fact, her 
father, she marries hini, to the 
complete surprise of the audi- 
ence.

Pure painting'— Perhap.s so! 

But to purify its expression does not reduce the 
human value of the work. Rather does it raise it to 
a more elevated state where its radiance is en- 
hanced. 

It is our profound desire that .that pictorial ex- 
pression of each one should pertain to life and con- 
sequently become a part of all other vital experience 
of which it Is to be a projection. Otherwise, how- 
can it ricfcrve to be called universal? 

"Insisting on these points, Prisme d'Yeux wishes 
to grow through natural selection and to unite the 
sound forces of painting already orientated in that 
direction. 

Prisme d'Yeux la not organized against any 
group. It Joins itself to any other society that fosters 
independent art. Nor does it restrict anyone from 

belonging to other groups. 

* It is wholly objective, but recruits its members 
carefully. It Judges only as to the intensity and pur- 
ity of their works In relation to the tradition (to 
what is basically pictorial). 

The admission ot a new member is not deter- 
mined by a leader (Prisme d'Yeux has no leader) 
nor by a committee of admission, but only by a fav- 
orable vote of three-fourths of the entire group. 

Furthermore, we have unanin\ously rejected the 
formation of a Jury which, elsewhere, filters out the 
works of members before each exhibition. We have 
left to each member the sole responsibility for his 
own work— a responsibility not shared by others be- 
fore the eyes of the public. But in the eyes of the 
group hU honor is at stake. In this way we hope 
to promote self-criticism, to maintain the greatest 
values, and to live up to nur ambition., . i-n. '

Chez Denise

"Chez Denise" is the name ot a 
small cafe on the Rue du Croissant 

in Paris, where Rene Scbille, the 
founder of the new intimatist phil- 
osophy, can be found from tea time 
on. Always very polite, he is ever 
willing to give you information 
about his theory. 

"Intimatism.* 'says Scbille, "is a 
comeback to the rentre-dedans, 
which, as far as I can see, may be 
interpreted in many differnt ways 
(and I am told that in the present 
case it should be given as many in- 
terpretations as may come to one's 
mind). TTie basis for this theory is 
the man-woman couple and the 
main principle, as stated by Rene 
Scbille, is unfortunately hardly 
translatable into, English, but here 
it is in its original French form: 
" . . . II s'agit de composer avec 
l'existence, mais de ne pas s'em- 
merder avec toutes ces blâtolres dc 
dolorismc et dc lettrisme qui aont 
deja lettre morte!" 

This philosophy was created as 
an antidote to cxistcnialism, and 
many a plot has bccii fomented 
•Chez Denise" to dynamite the 
"Bar Tabou" (the famous head- 
quarters of Sartre's clique). Eisa 
Maxwell, a noted anti-existentlallst, 
is said to have told Scbille last 
summer In Cannes at the occasion 
of llic showiiiR of Sartre's picture 
— " I.e.s Jeux Sont Faits" "Are you 
again.st Sartre? Then the world be- 
longs to you." .Mthough being very 
friendly people, the intimatists also 
dislike feminists, which they con- 
sider as "unbearable, sexually 
frustrated women." 

Some adept apparently suggested 
to incorporate Cocteau's followers 
into their ranks, but it is objected 
iliat the very name of Cocteau is 
enough to tear apart the "philos- 
ophy of the couple" . . . 

liat designer Hermine, 12 rue de 
la Paix, Paris, has created a new 
intimatist style in haU, which have 
not yet reached this sideof the At- 
lantic, to Eisa Maxwell's great dis- 
pair. As for the new-look, Mr. 
Sebllic and his gang disapprove of 
it, because "the skirts go too far 
down. . . ." Nevertheless they be- 
lieve that the knee should be cov- 
ered because very seldom is it 
csthctical. 

I realize that all the above men 
tioncd facts must sound very con- 
fused, but the long distance service 
between the Daily office and Paris 
works very poorly.

Paris Opera Ballet Stars

The four stars of the Paris Opera 
Ballet have seemingly improved.

iNFCUS Meet 
Discusses lUS 
iVffiliation 

Today in the Union New Room 
at 5.00, llierc wii; be :i meeting of 
the local NFCUS Committee, which 
will discuss this year's report of 
the Federation. 

Among the most Important, and 
ccuilroversial Issues that are con- 
tained ill the i-eoort is the decision 
to nffiliate with the International 
Union of Students. dUS). This 
issue is controversial becau.'^o of 
the present doTiination of the lUS 
by the East European Countries.' 

The decision to join was nut a 
simple yes, it ha.« three main con- 
ditions. These conditions are as 
follows: First that NFCUS will 
jnni for an exoerimental period of 
two years, and that it will become 
a pernianciil member if the poli- 
tical activity of the lUS has de- 
creased notlceaiily, and the system 
of representation has become equit- 
able. Secondly that no decision of 
the lUS is binding on NFCUS be- 
cr.use has not that power among 
its own members. And thirdly, this 
decision will b.ily be bindiuK upon 
trio ratification liy 2/3 of the stu- 
dent councils of Ihe members. 

However NFCUS didn't decide to 
join without going any deeper. It 
decided to join Iwcause this was 
the only really international organ- 
iiiation for students, and as such, 
a means to improve relations 
among the peoples of the world. 
That this was in the collective 
minds of the people at the confer- 
ence is shown bv the further state- 
ment that if NFCUS decided to dis- 
affiliate at the end of the two years, 
mat it would endeavour to organize 
another World Student Union 
which didn't nave the faults ot the 
lUS. 

Other topics tl-al wi". be discuss- 
ed at llie meeliiiR will be the 
formation ot a Dominion Intcreollc- 
Riate Athletic Union, (DiAU) a 
Nntiona: Dcbatl.ng Championship, 
a Canadian University , Radio, 
scholarships, and the reduction of 
costs to students in many fields. 
From this it can be seen, that it 
will Ijc to the advaiilnsc of many 
of the campus rîubs to be repre- 
sented and thus influence those 
programs that are in their interest 
nationally.
